PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a 

platform for a bus where the bus can be simply 

stopped in parallel to an edge stone and near 

it. 

SOLUTION: A platform for a bus is formed by 
notching a sidewalk 1 3 a step higher than a 
road 1 2. The side walk 1 3 is notched as long 
as about the length of one bus obliquely to a 
center line 1 0 and in continuance with the road 
12. In this case, the platform 1 1 is provided by 
notching a part 14 (a notch 14) of the side walk 
13 a step higher than the road 12, and the 
notched part 14 shapes an about triangle to 
mutually connect points of E, F and G. In 
addition, edge stones are arranged at the edge 
of the side walk 1 3 to distinguish the platform 
from the road 12. 
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
